( and ofien called for ) IT, lately, made legib'e to others 5 
& :t had my leave , to ſeck, a pubitke Paſle into the 
world; which if it merrit to obtaine;, Be the fau!t theirs whe 
shall oppoſe it, I waited long, to ſee a more exadt perfor- 
mance : ÞFut , none appearing , anſwerable to the dignitte 
of our Engliih-Muſes , I have ſent forth my Eflay , to 
provoke others , to diſcover their exdeavours , 0n this {1b 
Ject; that, choice being had , the beſt might recerve the beſt 
«Approbatton, 

I have had more care , to ſuite the Capacitie of the Vul- 
ger , then to obſerve thoſe Critiſciſmes. whith arride the 
Learned: yet , I hope , with ſo much deſtretion , that the 
beſt Iudgments 5hall have no cauſe to deſpiſe it, For though 
the Language be pl aine, it 15 ſignificant , & ſuch a Diale@F 
as 15 (the'y to continue ynchanged , when fantafticall expreſ- 
frons will growe as wnfaskionable as our clothes. It 15 alſo 
breifer, by above a fourth Part , then the Tranſlations 
which I have yet ſtene, in any language of Europe : and 
preſerves, likewiſe, the words of the Proſe; the fulnes of the 
Sence , © the relich of the Scripture phraſe, as well as 
any of them. VV hich, confider:ng how much other yuiger 
Tongues have ignorantly bene pgeferred before our , ( kowp 
difficult'y the Hebrewifmes are contrafed ; kew much the 
e/ten Tranſition fom one Matter ,, & from one Perſon 
tc another , interrupts breife knitting of things together , & 
Low much tie frequent Rimes , © other things conſigerable 
m Lyrick Tranflations, interrupt ſuch Breifnes ) 1s 4 
£-cat Loncur to owr Language: Eſþecrally , ſeeing my Bre- 
witte , Lath made no P/alme obſturer \, But rather , ſo eaſie 
to be-unde; ſtood, that ſome Readers have confeſſed, it hath 
bene inſtecdof a Conument vnts them, in ſundry hard 


places,

Tf you expett ſuch elegant-ſeeming Varaphraſes, as aye 
eompoſed by thoſe ,, who ſeletfing eaſy and Paſſionate Vial- 
mes have trimmed them vp with Khetoricall Illuſtrations , 
( ſurable to their fancies, & the changable garbe of Aﬀetted 
Language) [ shall deceave your expettation; For, I have 
purpoſely avoyded thoſe Deſcants, & confined my ſe!f to the 
grave , & ſimple Language of the Text : And I was 
thertby the better kept from wandring after mine owne ſenſe, 
as m thay Circumiocntions they have done, Beſide ;; 
their Verſhons are fitted rather to be Read , then Sung : 
which grueth a greater Libertie to the Tranſlator, For, 
though it be moſt gracefull in a reading-Poeme, when the 
Period 15 caſt , ſometime into ene parte of the Line or 
Stanza, and ſcemetime into another : Tet, in a Lyrick, Com- 
poſition , where the ſame Staff is often reiterated to one 
Tune ; the Periods , and words of the ſame Quantity , 
muſt be alwates obſerved in the ſame Places, For, if there 
be not allwaies a decent pawſe in the Matter , when the 
Tune is ended, or, if in the. ſinging, the naturall quantity of 
the: word be adulterated, or, if wee be not carefull , that 4 
full-point fail not , where the Tune 1s in the height of 4 
contingeng ſtraine ;, It will ſound verie abſurd!y to a wd:- 
t10us eare; as may at pear , by offring to ſing ſome of thoſe 
Compoſures, which are plauſible in Reading, 

T have wſed ſome, varietie of V erſe; Becauſe, Prayers , 
Praiſes, Lamentations; Tryumphs, and ſubietts With 
are Paſtoral, Heroical.Elegiacall, and mixt (all which 
are found in the P{almes) are not properly expreſt in one ſort 
ef Mcaſure, Ter,reſpefing the who cannot attaine to many 
Tunes , I confined my ſelfe to ſuch kinds of Verſe as [ 
found in the old Pſalumebook ; firting them in ſuch man- 
ner, that every Plalme in this Booke , may ſung to ſeme 
Tune formerly in yſe , either in the ſingle, or in one of the 
denble Trantlations,

And, becauſe ſome will thinck to examine my Verſhon 
by the Proſe Tranſlations , 7 doe here inform thens ;, that 
the Language of the Muſes, in which the Pſalmes were 
Orignally written, is not ſo properly expreſt in the proſe dia= 
left as in verſe: & that there 15 a poeticall emphaſis,in many 
places , which requires ſuch an alteration in the Gramma- 
ticall expreſiis, a* will ſeeme to make ſome difference in the 
indgment of the Common Reader ;, whereas , it giveth beſt 
life to the Author's intention ; & makes that perſpicuons , 
which was made obſcure , by thoſe meer Grammaricall 
Interpreters ,who were not acquainted with the proprie« 
ties, & Liberties, of this kinde of writing. © 

I do likewiſe inform them , that T have not alwaies vſed 
the Metaphor which 1s in the Original ; but , otherwhile 
( tendring the uu'ger capacity ) do expreſſe it , by what it 
fiemfies, For, the Hebrewiſm2s, being tn ſome places ob= 
ſeure (as where the Tongne 1s interpreted , Glorie ; and 
in many other ſuchlike perticulers) I dowſe , expreſſions 
bet agreeable with our Engliſh Dialef , & the wulger 
Capacity, 

Moreovu:y , when the Repetition of the [ame word oy 
Clauſe ; Or when two or three Synonama's togither im 
one ſentence as ( eare , give car, atrend) 0 , where 
either a Periphrafis , or a tranſpofirion of ſome words , 
ſeemes not foe gracefull in Engliſh ,as in the Hebrewe; nor 
(6 powrfully te expreſſe the meaning of the Holy-Ghoſt , 
by the ſame Idioms of [beach : T have not ſuperſtitiouſly 
tied my ſe!f to the Hebrewe phraſe , nor to any ſtri&t Or- 
der , or number of words (except ſome Myſtery ſeemed 
thereby touched pon ) but , wſing rather brcvitie where 
Circumlocution appeared needies, & affetting the Dia-- 
lett msſ# proper to our owne Tongue ; I labored to deliver 
the meamng of the Origina!l Text,as powrefully,as plains 
ly, & as orcefly, as I eonid,

which God is ſaid in this books , to have done for his peo- 
p* » or againſt his entmies ; he now doth , & will doe 
ereafrer, That , a'ſo , which he will doe , he may be 
ſaid tro do now, & to have done heretofore ; becauſe , 
all time 15 preſent with God, Nevertheles, I have herein 
taken ſuch care ; That I confounded not Hiftorie & Pro- 
phecie ; But, in theſe places , have re'igiouſly obſerved the 
proter Tenſes ; & where ſoever els , I fowndjt material , 
© to do, AF 

And , whereas , T perceaved that this particle FOR, 
25 not alwayes. a Cauſual; Nor this particle BUT, an 
exceprive, in every place; But (as T EA, NLAT » & 
ether ſuch like words in our Engliſh ) ſometime rather 
1nſerted as \upplements , only , becomming the Dialef , 

(or meerly cuſtomary ) without any material ſigmficancy 
according to t hetr ordinary vſe ; And , finding that thoſe 
Particles, i the Engliſh , did in ſome places , either ob 
ſeure the ſenſe , or make leſſe powrefull the expreſſion there-= 
of , by interrupting a natural connextion of the ſentenſes, I 
 bave there, waved 6r qually fi ed, the wſe of thoſe words. 

For like Reaſons, I have m ſome places, kept the Perſon

But , with ſuch heed , that where any worke ( according to 
the Schoole diftinftion Ad intra, or ad Extra) ſeemes 
more proper to-one diſtinf# Perid of the Trinity ,tl.e to the 
jr where els it is Materiall )I bave retained the Pet= 
ſon accerding to the Originall, 

And , in regard ſome abuſe the propheticall Tmpreca« 
tions , as if David had given exemplary warram of n 

ing 


to the Reader, 
fng their enimies , I have (to prevent that ga 
otherwhile expreſſed that by the Future tenſe , which 
22any do traſlate by the imparative moode; whereby ,thoſe 
paſſages » the more plainely appear , prophetically intended. 
Tn all which, let what I have done, be duely weighed, (108 
rashlie condemned ) by tho? who 5ha'l by ſome proſe Tran- 
flations , examine my Paraphraſe . For , 1 hope T have 
preſerved the lawful freedomes of an Interpreter ., in 
all theſe things ; Seeing, I have not therein followed my 
ewne opimon only ; but the warrat of beſt Hebrew Gram- 
marians » the cAwuthoritie of the Septuagint , & Chal 
dei paraphraſe, the example of the auntient & of the beſt 
anoderne proſe Traſlators , togither with the generall prac- 
ziſe & allowance, of all orthodoxe Expoſitors, 

Before every Plalme I prefixe a shert Preface, partly 
declaring the Scope & vie thereof ; not thereby limiting 
either their Scope or vie. For , every Palme 55 divers 
waies vſcfull, according to the ſtverall parts it hath; or ac- 
eording to the many Ages , Eſtates , & neceſiities of the 
Church , or her particuler members. But, that , which 
T have intended in my breef Prefaces , & in thoſe Medita= 
tons after the Pſalmes; 1s, to shew the wnlearned, how te 
make ſame good vies, of thoſe many, to which they ſerve, 

Much more might be ſaid as conſiderable (if it weu'ld nos 
2make this Preface averlarge) for, ſo it fares with (me of 4, 
that when wee have taken much paines to doe well , wee 
2nuſt take as much more to prevent miſconſtruttions ; &f 
thinck our double paines, well rewarded, if at laſt, wee may
